Shots fired in Red Square 
disrupt Revolution Day

MOSCOW — Mikhail S. Gor- 
bachev sought political harmony by 
joining a Revolution Day march 
Wednesday, but the mood was bro- 
ken when a man brandishing a hunt- 
ing rifle fired two shots in Red Square 
before he was hauled off. 

A group of plain-clothesmen wres- 
tled with the gunman, who shot in the 
air and into the ground before he was 
carried away. No one was reported 
hurt, and the chairman of the KGB 
security police indicated the man was 
deranged. 

Besides the traditional military pa- 
rade in Red Square, hard-line Com- 
munists and radical reformers 
marched in Moscow and other Soviet 
cities shouting slogans and carrying 
banners critical of Gorbachev’s mod- 
erate reforms. 

Gorbachev, struggling to forge a 
mainstream consensus in an increas- 
ingly polarized society, said his re- 
forms were “understood and accepted 
by the people.” 

“We all now stand a real chance to 
transform our society into a normal, 
healthy, just and ultimately prosper- 
ous society through the second great

revolution,” Gorbachev proclaimed 
from atop Lenin’s Mausoleum on the 
73rd anniversary of the Bolshevik 
Revolution. 

Gray skies and snow flurries cast a 
somber mood as the Soviet armed 
forces sent 8,500 and 250 armored ve- 
hicles thundering across the cobble- 
stones of Red Square. 

For the first time, the Soviets 
showed off a mobile SS-25 interconti- 
nental ballistic missile capable of 
hurling a nuclear warhead 6,300 
miles. The system has been deployed 
since 1985, 

The theme was peace, however, 
and Gorbachev joined his political 
foes, Russian President Boris N. 
Yeltsin and Moscow Mayor Gavriil 
Popoy, in leaving the mausoleum and 
joining a civilian march that began 
after the military parade. 

It was the first time Soviet leaders 
actually walked in the march, the 
state news agency Tass reported. 

The three men, along with Defense 
Minister Dmitri Yazov, Prime Minis- 
ter Nikolai Ryzhkov and others laid 
red flowers at Lenin’s tomb. 

The mood was broken by markedly 
conservative civilian marchers con- 
sisting of an estimated 100,000.

“Democrats see there isn’t any 
penalty for attacking the presi- 
dent,” Sears said. 

In the most extensive midterm 
campaign of any president, Bush 
made 115 stops for Republicans 
over the course of a year and 
helped raise nearly $90 million. 
Everywhere, he implored Ameri- 
cans to chase out the Democrats 
from Congress and the state capi- 
tals and put the Republicans in 
charge. 

Democratic National Chairman 
Ron Brown chortled that Bush 
“campaigned heavily for 18 candi- 
dates and 14 of them lost.” 

Bush’s reversal on taxes and 
the confusion about his position 
during the budget negotiations 
cost him dearly, raising questions 
about his credibility and ability to 
govern. His poll ratings dropped 
nearly 20 points, then leveled off 
and began to inch back up before 
the elections. 

“Generally speaking, you don’t 
win points by raising taxes,” 
White House press secretary 
Marlin Fitzwater acknowledged. 
“That’s been clear.” 

Nofziger said Bush “has got 
some fence-mending to do. He

: Georgia man accused of letter bombings 


WASHINGTON — A reclusive Georgia businessman with a history of 
: criminal charges was charged Wednesday with mailing package bombs that 
> killed a federal appellate judge and a Savannah civil rights leader. 

Walter L. Moody Jr., 56, long the prime suspect in the case, was accused of 
- mailing bombs last December that exploded when they were opened by their 
- recipients, Circuit Judge Robert S. Vance and Robert E. Robinson, a Savan- 
- nah alderman and civil rights lawyer. 

The bombs bore marked similarities to one that Moody was convicted of 
’ possessing in 1972, according to federal authorities. 

The indictment, announced here by Attorney General Dick Thornburgh and 
‘ FBI Director William Sessions, also accused Moody of mailing similar bombs 
to the Atlanta court, where Vance sat, and the Jacksonville, Fla., office of the 
: National Association for the Advancement of Colored People. 

Those bombs were defused without causing any injuries. 

The 70-count indictment returned by a federal grand jury in Atlanta also 
accused Moody of sending assassination threats to Vance and his colleagues on 
- the 11th Circuit Court of Appeals and mailing a tear-gas bomb to the NAACP 
~ regional office in Atlanta. 

Six of the charges, including murder of a federal judge, carry sentences of up 
to life imprisonment. He also was accused of transporting explosive material 
- with the intent to kill. 


_ Indian prime minister fired by Parliament 


NEW DELHI, India — Prime Minister V.P. Singh’s embattled govern- 
ment Wednesday became the first ever ousted by a Parliament vote, collaps- 
- ing under political divisions and controversy over religious and caste blood- 

shed. 
’ Following the vote, Singh convened his defeated Cabinet to endorse his 
resignation letter to President Ramaswamy Venkataraman. 

“We aren’t going with our heads down. This is a struggle. We struggled in 
government. We will continue outside,” Singh said. : : 

The 11-month-old coalition government was shaken by continued separatist 
struggles in Kashmir and Punjab states, rising prices and Singh’s program to 
raise the government job quota for low-caste Hindus. The policy launched 
widespread clashes and a wave of suicides among upper-caste Hindus. 

The government was ultimately crippled last month when a fundamentalist 
Hindu group withdrew from the coalition in protest over a mosque dispute, 
which has left more than 365 people dead. 


Guard arrested in movie studio fire 


UNIVERSAL CITY, Calif. — A guard was arrested. Wednesday for 
allegedly torching the historic Universal Studios backlot, gutting sets used for 
“Dick Tracy,” “Back to the Future” and an unfinished Sylvester Stallone 
movie. 

MichaelJ. Huston, 40, of Tujunga, was booked for investigation of arson and 
held in lieu of $1 million bail, said sheriff's Deputy Rich Erickson. 

“He was on duty when the fire started, and after questioning he was 
arrested early today at the studio,” Erickson said. Authorities refused to 
disclose a possible motive. 

Huston is an employee of Burns International Security Services, a New 
Jersey firm contracted by Universal. 

He had been on the job one month, said Dan Slusser, general manager of 
Universal City Studios. 

Damage to the studio, visited by 5.1 million tourists a year, was expected to 
be in the hundreds of millions of dollars, publicist Joan Bullard said. 

Although rubble continued to smolder, the studio’s popular tram tour went 
ahead as scheduled Wednesday morning, a day after the wind-driven fire.

Huge lava oceans once covered Venus 


PASADENA, Calif. — The Magellan spacecraft’s pictures of Venus sug- 
gest immense volcanic eruptions once spewed gargantuan floods of lava that 
ney have deluged more than half the planet, a NASA scientist said Wednes- 

ay. 

“Tt seems to have happened all at once in the past, maybe 400 million years 
ago” as molten rock erupted from numerous cracks called vents on the Venu- 
sian surface, said geologist Steve Saunders, Magellan’s chief scientist at Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory. 

The other possibility is that a series of somewhat smaller lava floods — each 
covering hundreds of thousands of square miles — inundated various parts of 
Venus during different times, he added. 

Saunders said the possible global-scale flows of molten rock were similar to, 
but much larger than, the volcanic catastrophe that formed the Columbia 
River basalts 12 million to 20 million years ago. The basalts are huge solidified 
ae flows that cover much of the Pacific Northwest east of the Cascade 

ange.

WASHINGTON The 
Democrats’ romp for control of redis- 
tricting cements the GOP as the 
House minority for the foreseeable , 
future and will allow Democrats to” 
draw local political lines to their ad- 
vantage in many states. 

The Democrats gained a handful of 
new redistricting monopolies Tues- 
day, most significantly in Florida and 
Texas, which will gain seven of the 19 
House seats likely to shift in 1992 to 
reflect population shifts of the 1980s. 

Only Republican Pete Wilson’s win 
in the California gubernatorial race 
kept a disheartening day for the GOP 
‘in the costly, decade-long redistrict- 
ing battle from turning to total disas- 
ter. 

“It was the greatest area of Demo- 
cratic victory” was Democratic Party 
Chairman Ron Brown’s assessment of 
the redistricting fight. 

“Our party is very well positioned, 
not only for 1992, but for the rest of 
this decade,” said Charles Black, 
chief spokesman for the Republican 
National Committee. 

Black’s assessment was based on 
the GOP’s voice in redistricting for 
231 of the 435 congressional districts, 
roughly 65 more than 10 years ago. 

But given the overwhelming re- 
election rate of incumbents, the true 
battlegrounds are in the states gain- 
ing or losing seats, an area where 
Democrats clearly will have an edge. 
And for most of the 1980s, Republi- 
cans said their chances of becoming 
the House majority and making in- 
roads at the state legislative level 
rested on their success in redistrict- 
ing battles this year. 

Overall, Democrats emerged from 
Tuesday’s vote with redistricting mo- 
nopolies in 17 states.

Democrats also have an edge in 
many of the states where power is 
shared, because they control, or were 
likely to control, 74 of the nation’s 99 
legislative chambers, a gain of five 
chambers. 

Hight states are expected to gain 
seats after the 1990 Census, and 
Democrats control the redistricting 
process outright in five of those — 
Florida, Texas, Georgia, North Caro- 
lina and Virginia. 

By holding the sole pen in those 
states, Democrats should be able to 
protect their House incumbents while 
drawing 10 new districts favorable to 
Democratic candidates. 

California is projected to get seven 
new seats, and Arizona and Washing- 
ton should get one each to round out 
the gainers. 

Wilson will be able to veto any plan 
drawn by the Democratic legislature, 
which would send the fight to the 
courts. “The legislature next year will 
control the ink; Governor Wilson will 
decide whether the ink dries or not,” 
said the GOP’s Black. 

Still, courts have tended to side 
with legislatures, so Wilson’s best bet 
might be to strike a deal with 
Democrats. 

The Washington remap is done by a 
bipartisan commission. Control in Ar- 
izona will be split, with the outcome of 
the undecided governor’s race to de- 
cide which party gets two of the three 
seats at the table. 

Redistricting power is crucial in the 
states losing seats. 

Control is split in all of the big los- 
ers. Eleven of the 19 shifting seats 
will come from these five states, three 
from New York and two each from 
the rest.

publicans, including Bush’s home 
state of Texas, where Ann Richards 
vanquished Clayton Williams; and 
Florida, where Lawton Chiles ousted 
Gov. Bob Martinez. 

Pete Wilson defeated Dianne Fein- 
stein to keep California in Republican 
hands. And the GOP took away five 
statehouses from the Democrats, in- 
cluding Ohio and Michael Dukakis’ 
Massachusetts. Engler’s win was an 
upset, and Arne Carlson won Minne- 
sota in a race so close it wasn’t called 
until well after dawn. 

With Independents Lowell We- 
icker and Wally Hickel winning in 
Connecticut and Alaska, Democrats 
held 28 governorships for sure and 
the Repubiicans 19. If the GOP wins 
Arizona, where its candidate was 
leading narrowly, but heading for the 
runoff, that would mean a loss of one 
for each party. 

Both sides claimed gains in the race 
to control the redistricting of House 


seats before 1992. Democrats 
emerged with complete control over 
reapportionment in Texas and Flor- 
ida. 

Republicans have outright control 
in three states, and Wilson’s victory 
gave them a share of the power with 
the Democratic legislature in Califor- 
nia, which gains seven seats. 

Rep. Beryl Anthony noted House 
Democratic gains of two seats in the 
South and declared an end to the 
gradual move toward the GOP there. 

“You win some and you lose some,” 
shrugged Bush spokesman Marlin 
Fitzwater. He said-Republicans beat 
the historical averages for midterm 
losses by the party in the White 
House.

Call him the Crayon of Dhahran, 
the Doodler of Dammam, or, maybe 
better yet, Benson of Arabia. 

When editorial cartoonist Steve 
Benson, an award-winning Daily Uni- 
verse cartoonist, heard that Presi- 
dent Bush was “drawing a line in the 
sand” to counter Iraq’s invasion of 
Kuwait, he reacted like any red- 
blooded American satirist would — 
he packed his pens, grabbed some sun 
block and hitched a ride aboard a U.S. 
military transport plane bound for 
Saudi Arabia, where he spent several 
days drawing his own lines on the 
front lines of Operation Desert 
Shield. 

Benson, who works for The Morn- 
ing News Tribune in Tacoma, Wash., 
and is nationally syndicated by Tri- 
bune Media Services, was the first — 
and so far the only — American edito- 
rial cartoonist to hit the beaches of the 
Persian Gulf, ready to prove that the 
poison pen is mightier than the poison 
gas. 

Once on the ground, Benson and 
some fellow journalists struck out for 
the local market. Finding an authen- 
tic Arab eatery was as easy as push- 
ing a camel through the eye of a 
needle. American-style fast food out- 
lets were everywhere. 

At one point, an unmarked car 
pulled alongside. The driver, in un- 
mistakable sign language, told every- 
one to freeze. Benson and his accom- 
plices were under arrest of some sort. 
Within minutes, two policemen pulled 
up in a cruiser, demanding to see 
passports and credentials. They espe- 
cially wanted to examine the minarets 
and mosques Benson had been draw- 
ing. 

A crowd gathered, somber and 
staring. No one spoke English. No 
one smiled. The Saudis radioed their 
supervisor. 

Then Benson remembered his days 
as a struggling college student draw- 
ing quickie caricatures for tourists at 
Six Flags Over Texas. Now he drew 
the policemen’s mugs, whipping off a 
look-alike of the fellow in the passen- 
ger seat in a couple of minutes. The 
crowd started smiling; now they were 
on the side of the Ugly Americans. 
Another policeman pulled up. He 
asked to see the sketches and told the 
first two cops to let Benson and his 
pals go. They hurried off, sticking 
close to Benson. 


Closer to- the front, the air was 
heavy with the smell of jet fuel and 
the sound of war talk. 

Even the gas mask on Benson’s hip 
wasn’t very reassuring. He had re- 
ceived a 10-minute crash course on 
how to use it and was told he would 
have only nine seconds to get it on if 
he wanted:to live to jdraw another 
cartoon. N 

Worse than Saddam’s gas, how- 
ever, was the array of chemical 
weapons Benson came face-to-face 
with on the American side — GI food. 
No wonder the soldiers looked so 
glum queued up at the mess hall. 

While some of the soldiers were 
itching for a fight, Benson found that 
a lot more were just plain itching. 
Sand as fine as taleum powder man- 
aged to seep into every nook and 
cranny of their boots, clothes and 
equipment. Combine Saudi sand with 
Saudi sun and it took a pretty dry 
sense of humor to deal with the dan- 
ger of dehydrating in the dunes. 

Surviving the hostile environment 
and an equally formidable enemy next 
door in Kuwait may have seemed easy 
to the U.S. military public affairs offi- 
cers, whose duty it was to keep their 
eye on another perceived enemy — 
the press. : 

Journalists trying to contact local 
military units for the folks back home 
were met with three standard an- 
swers: (1) “We’ve never heard of this 
unit.” (2) “This unit is in a classified 
area.” (3) “Fill out this form and we'll 
get back to you.” 

Lucky for the intrepid cartoonist, 
though, he was allowed to scamper 
where others were forbidden to 
tread. As one weary officer told him, 
“You don’t ask questions, you just 
draw.” 

Benson was soon befriended by an 
Army colonel who escorted him 
around areas closed to everyone else, 
letting him crawl up into an F-15 cock- 
pit as fighter planes blasted by him on 
either side. 

His sojourn with the troops in the 
desert finally over, Benson returned 
home, emptied the sand from his 
sneakers, refilled his ink bottle and 
talked of his next big adventure — 
getting into Iraq to cartoon the Bozo 
of Baghdad. 

This time his wife drew a line in the 
sand.

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Books might lure 


Olympicsto Utah Biitviare

To boost Utah’s bid for the 1998 
Winter Olympics, the first leather- 
bound bid books from the Salt Lake 
City Bid Committee were unveiled 
Tuesday. Ten copies of the bid books 
were given to the International 
Olympic Committee in hopes of entic- 
ing committee members to visit Utah. 

A little more than a week ago, the 
six countries contending for the 1998 
Winter Olympics presented their bid 
books to the IOC. 

The IOC will choose the site for the 
1998 Winter Olympics in June. 

Utah’s bid book is comprised of two 
volumes printed with side-by-side 
English and French texts, the official 


_ languages of the IOC. 


The first is a “romance” book, filled 


] with photographs of Utah and a de- 


scription of the state and winter 
sports. 

The second is a technical book, de- 
scribing and illustrating the proposed 
Olympic venues and budget. 

Thomas Welch, president of the 
Salt Lake City Bid Committee, said 
the bid books, required by the IOC for 
Salt Lake City’s candidacy, will be 
given to all 94 members of the IOC. 
“It’s an opportunity to talk to them 
about our city,” he said. 

Two years ago when the campaign 
started, only two IOC officials had 
visited Utah. It was recognized that 
Salt Lake City needed an identity in 
the minds of the IOC members, 
Welch said. 

Utah was underrated because of 
lack of exposure, he said, making bid 
books even more essential to bring 
the Olympics to Utah. 

The committee’s goal is to bring 60 
IOC members to Utah, said Spence 
W. Eccles, CEO of First Security 
Bank, who was presented with a copy 
the books. The First Security Corpo- 
ration and the George S. and Dolores 
Dore Eccles Foundation provided 
most of the funds to produce the bid 
books. 

“Once we show them what we have 
here — the venues, the spirit of the 
people — then they too will catch the 
spirit of Utah and vote on our merit,” 
he said. 

“The books are beautiful. They’re a 
rey effective calling card,” said Ec- 
cles. 

“The New Frontier,” the bid book 
theme, is not just a description of the 
state, but a state of mind of the peo- 
ple, he said. 

Mary Gaddie, managing editor of 
the bid book, said a lot of local talent 
went into the project. 

Illustrators, photographers, writ- 
ers and publishers all came from the 
Salt Lake area. 

Welch said:that: between 95 and 150 
leather-bound \books* and 250: cloth- 
bound books will be published. 

He said the cost of the books was 
almost $500,000.
